CIVILIANS MAY 
TAKE CONTROL 
IN GERMANY 


Paris—The demilitarization of the 
allied military contro} mission in Ger- 
many was practically decided upon by 
the allied council of ambassadors at a 
session attended by Marshal Foch. 

The ambasasdors received a favor- 
able opinion | from the inter-allied 
military committee to the suggestion 
made by Premier MacDonald of Great 
Britain that the present military mis- 
slon’ be succeeded by’ the allied com- 
mission on guarantees, 

Considerable significance is attach- 
ed to this decision apart from its bear- 
ing upon the relations between the al- 
Hes and Germany. It is the first 
suggestion of the new British Tabor 
cabinet to be accepted and acied upon 
By an allfed body. 

The decision means that the con- 
‘trol of Germany's military preparations 
will be exercised by civillans instead 
ef by army officers, although the in- 
tention is not by any means to relin- 
quish the control. _ 

The transfer of the militury control 
into civillan hands, it is explained, 
will be conditional upon assurances 
from the control commission, after in- 
vestigation, that Germany lus not 
made any unsanctioned miiitury prep- 
arations during the year the control 
system has been in operation, and 
upon Germany’s compliance with the 
five demands made by the council of 
ambassadors in 1922 regarding new 
Ivgislution and the demilitarization of 
the German police,

Alberta’s butter production Jast 
year was 18,500,000 pounds, or 
2,000,000 pounds more than in 1922, 
according to reports resented at the 
annual meeting of the Alberta 
Dairymen's Association. It was not 
so long ago that Alberta was using 
butter imported from New Zealand. 


The year 1923 was a favorable 
one in the building and construc- 
tion activities of Canada, and re- 
turns show an advance of about 10 
per cent. In 1922 the total expendi- 
tures in this regard were $315,000,- 
000, and in 1923 $345,000,000, an 
increase of $30,000,000. 


Exports of pulpwood from Canada 
for the year 1923 amounted to 1,- 
884,230 cords, compared with 1,011,- 
382 for 1922, an increase of 872,898 
cords or 35 per cent. - The 1923 fig- 
ures are equivalent to about 900,000 
tons of newsprint, the amount which 
can be manufactured from that 
amount of wood. 


C. EF. E, Ussher, General Passen- 
ger Traffic Manager, and E, J. 
Hebert, First Assistant General 
Passenger Agent, of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, have been present- 
ed with medals by the French Gov- 
ernment, in recognition of their ser- 
vices to the French Exhibition train 
in Canada in 1921.

Assists Farmers to 
Purchase, Livestock 


New Policy Being Carried Out By 
Livestock Branch 

The Minister of Agriculture for 
Canada, Honorable W. R. Motherwell, 
by the carrying out of policies ad- 
ministered by the Livestock Branch of 
his department, has, during the past 
fiscal year, either for breeding or 
feeding, been able to conserve a large 
number of livestock consigned to 
stockyards and abattoirs. Unfinish- 
ed steers to the number of 80,717, 89,- 
024 heifers, 673 sows and 48,000 
sheep were, under the arrangement 
referred to, returned to the farms for 
breeding purposes in the case of 
females and for finishing into good 
beef in the case of feeder cattle. Two 
policies are involved in this service, 
one, the remission of freight charges, 
brought about by an arrangement be- 
tween the Livestock Branch and the 
railway ~companfes, and the other, 
the payment of the reasonabl® travel- 
ling expenses of farmers making the 
purchases. The minister’s report, 
which supplies this information, 
makes it clear that the assistance 
thus given was available for stock 
purchased for breeding or further 
feeding by the purchaser and not for 
speculative purposes.
